BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



We, your Board of Education, beg leave to state that we have j 

carefully considered the subjects which were re-committed to us on 
yesterday, and other matters, and we offer the following amended 
report. | 

We recommend: . | 

1. That the Conference concur with the St. Louis Conference P 

in electing four additional members of the Board of Curators of | 

Central College; and that the following brethren be elected from | 

this Conference, viz.: Rev. W. B. Palmore, D. D., Percy Houston, .5 

L. R. Moore and James A. Marshall. And we join the St. Louis | 

Conference in requesting the existing Board of Curators of Central 

College to take the legal steps necessary to have the charter of the 

college so changed as to permit a large Board of Curators, composed | 

of equal representation from the three Conferences. I 

2. That our pastors press the Twentieth Century Collection | 

between now and January 1st, 1901, in order to secure at least the v 

minimum amount called for, viz., $1,500,000.00. 1 

3. That we set apart 10% of all undirected gifts to the Twen- | 

tieth Century Thank Offering for the aid of our schools in mission | 

fields, and direct the treasurer of the Conference Board to forward I 

the same to our missionary secretaries. | 

And that we also request our pastors to urge our people to endow | 

scholarships and professorships in these mission schools. \ 

4. That we heartily join the other Conferences in Missouri in | 

the campaign in behalf of an endowment of $500,000 for Central Col- ] 

lege and $25,000 for each of our secondary schools ; and that we do | 

all in our power to assist these schools in lifting any financial I 

burdens that may be upon them. 1 

5. That inasmuch as the General Board of Education have | 

adopted the following resolution, viz.: “That we request the Con- | 

ferences having the control of schools which grant the ordinary I 

honorary and undergraduate degrees, but which fall below the rank | 

of a college in the classification of the General Board of Education, | 

to direct such schools to cease giving such degrees until they advance 1 
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their work to the minim ura requirements of all colleges;” we there- 
fore recommend that our educational institutions conform to the 
foregoing action of the General Board of Education of our Church, 
as soon as practicable. 

6. That we impose an educational assessment of S3, 000 upon 
the Conference, to be distributed as follows: SI, 000 to Central 

College, S600 to Paine and Lane Institutes, S228 to the General 
Board, S172 to the Conference Board, and $1,000 to be equally divided 
between Central Female College, Searritt Collegiate Institute and 
Morrisville College, the amount going to Morrisville College to be 
applied to the building fund ; and the amounts going to Central 
Female College and Searritt Collegiate Institute to be added to the 
permanent endowment funds.

We regret that the increase of the college is yet insufficient and 
sincerely trust that her friends will rally to her with an endowment 
sufficient to meet all her needs. AVe thankfully recognize the con- 
tinued' munificence of Bros. Cupples and Stone; also the provisions 
for her made in the wills of other friends. Until we have a larger 
productive endowment this conference should assist in meeting the 
immediate necessities of the college by an assessment for that purpose. 

We commend Dr. E. B. Craighead, the president, as a wise 
educator and excellent organizer and congratulate the college system 
on the acquisition and success of the academies connected therewith. 
We believe we have ground for hope that this institution can speedily 
be made a worthy twentieth century college, and trust that its claims 
will continually be laid upon the hearts and consciences of our people.

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VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

We note with pleasure the report from Vanderbilt University. 
There were 771 students enrolled in the University last year, of whom 
81 we 3 young ministers. About 450 of the 5,000 active members 
of our itinerant ministry have had the advantage of training in the 
University, and a large proportion of our foreign missionaries are 
former students. • 

We call special attention to the fact that Mr. Samuel Cupples, of 
St. Louis, has donated $50,000 to the endowment fund of the Biblical 
Department, on condition that the church at large shall raise an 
additional sum of $100,000 for the same purpose between now and 
the meeting of the general conference in 1902. And we therefore 
especially urge that all subscribers to the Twentieth Century Thank 
Offering in our Conference be encouraged to direct 20^ of their 
donations to be applied to this endowment. 

PAINE AND LANE INSTITUTES. 

We rejoice in the continued success of these institutions for the 
educational work of our brethren of the Colored M. E. Church, and 
urge the raising in full of the amount assessed for education in order 
that there may be no deficit in the amount asked for in behalf of 
these schools. 

In response to the request of the secretary of the General Board 
of Education we have appointed Jno. S. Jenkins and O. E. Vivion a 
committee to secure authentic and accurate educational statistics from 
our Conference to be furnished to the General Board. 

C. M. Bishop having resigned the office of Conference Secretary 
of Education, we have elected Rev. Jno. S. Jenkins to that position 
and ask the Conference to request the presiding Bishop to appoint 
him. 

We recommend the re-election of T. H. Harvey as a curator of 
Central College, and that the Conference request the presiding Bishop 
to appoint A. H. Godbey principal of Central Academy at Fayette, 
and we recommend that F. A. Briggs of Kansas City District and C. 
Franklin of Lexington District be appointed as students at Vander- 
bilt. T. W. Alton, Vice President of the Board.

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COTTEY COLLEGE. 

We have had under careful consideration the most generous aud 
Christian proposition of Mrs. V. A. C. Stockard, president and owner 
of Cottey College, to present the college to the Conference upon the 
condition that we provide for the debt of $5,000 upon the institution, 
and give her a life estate in the same. 

We recognize in this offer a most worthy and noble purpose, 
which only adds to the high appreciation with which we have ever 
regarded Mrs. Stockard and her great life-work in -the founding and 
establishment of the truly Christian institution of learning which she 
represents. The proper transfer of the college property to the church, 
however, requires the working out of certain details, which refer to 
the payment of the debt aud the adjustment of the school to the 
requirements of our church law, and to the correlated system which 
it is the purpose of the church in this state to establish ; so that we 
have neither the time nor the power to complete the transfer, nor 
have we even authority to accept the gift under present conditions at 
this session of the Conference. After consultation with Sister Stock- 
ard, therefore, we recommend that the matter be left in abeyance for 
the present, and that a committee consisting of C. M. Bishop, W, C . 
Scarritt and Jno. S. Jenkins, be appointed who shall have full power 
to represent the Conference, under the law of the Church, and who 
with Sister Stockard, shall, if possible, make all arrangements and 
take all legal steps to perfect the transmission of the college to the 
church at the next session of our Annual Conference. In so doing, 
we desire to express on the part of the Board our hearty appreciation 
of the progressive and loyal spirit of Mrs. Stockard in her evident 
desire to promote the plans of the church for higher education and to 
advance the cause of a correlated system of institutions, just as soon 
as the immediate difficulties can be overcome. 

We hear with pleasure of the continued success of the school and 
of the always increasing patronage, and advancing standards of work, 
and we heartily believe that no institution within our bounds is more 
deserving of our approval and commendation. 

We recommend the appointment of the following to be an 
Advisory Board for the college: Joseph King, P. C. of Centenary 

Church, P. E. of Nevada District, W. f. McClure, C. H. Briggs, J. 
B. Latimer, Jno. S. Clack, Dr, I. W. Ammerman, W. M. Prottsman, 
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Dr. G. W. Petty ; and we recommend the appointment of the usual 
visiting committee.

MORRISVILLE COLLEGE. 

We learn from the report of the Board of Curators that the past 
year was one of unusual prosperity with this school, the enrollment 
reaching 132. A new building was erected better adapted to the 
needs of the institution. But a small amount, relatively, has been 
paid upon the cost of this structure ; further provision exists in sub- 
scription and notes, but much outside help will be needed to finish 
paying for the property, a fact to which they and we urge the atten- 
tion of our ministry and membership. 

Pres. J. J. Pritchett having tendered his resignation in June, the 
Board of Curators nominated Prof. W. W. Thomas as his successor. 

We observe that the authorities of the school have failed to 
furnish the General Board of Education with any statistics of the 
institution, and it has in consequence no rating in its last report. We 
urge that this oversight be remedied. 

It is requested, and we recommend, that S. N. Jones, B. F. 
Alsup, W. P. Buckner, T. R. Montgomery, and B. F. Williams be 
elected curators of the school, for a term of three years.

It is with pleasure we note the prosperity of our Sunday school 
work throughout our beloved Zion, and especially in our Conference.

It is more active and potent in every phase of demoralization than 
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any other agent of evil. It hinders and hampers the Lord’s work 
more than any other adversary ; it robs the Lord’s treasury ; it sows 
tares among the Lord’s wheat ; it does more to destroy the sanctity 
of the Sabbath than any other evil in our land ; and every saloon is a 
battery of Satan, with all the forces of sin behind it. Not only should 
y/e use all our forces and energies to destroy this terrible evil because 
of these fearful results, but we should also bring before our people the 
action taken by our last General Conference. We call attention to 
the fact that the discipline forbids any member of the church signing 
any petition for a saloon or renting property to be used for the liquor 
traflSc, and we request the pastors to see to it that this law is enforced.

University at Columbia not to receive the $5,000 tendered them by
